The conference was held by Lord Simon under a cover name, andl it can be 
seen in the minutes that shortly after the conference the minutes showed him a;

The Foreign Organization of the N.S.D.A.P. was in accordance with 
some Gormans abroad, established on the lst of lay in 1931 at Hamburg. The 
leader was Strasse and appointed as the leader of the Reichstag a member of the 


N.S.D.A.P. by the name of Dr, Hans Nicland, I myself led the Ausland organi- 


zation, that is I entered in December 1931 and on the lst of March 1932, en- 


tered the party. On the Oth of May 1933 Dr. Nieland resigned from his office 
as leader of the Ausland organization, since he entered into the goverment 


of the City of Hamburg and as a Gernan at home was less interested in ques- 


tions of Germans abroad, 
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On the bisis of my experimece abroad and my connections cbroad — I was born 
in Englend and raised in South Africa -- I wes charged with the leadership of 
the Ausland Organi zation, 

"Point 2, The purpose of the Auslend Organization ws those Germans 
outside the boundaries of Germany at the taking over of power-—maabers of the 
Party-—-to include them in an organizational way. Beyond thot, the Germans 
abroad which really had just very vagy. notions of the political happenings at 
home, these Goemans were to be kept informed of the ideas and the political 
programs of the new state, 

"Point 3. Only Reichsdeutsche could becone members of the Party. 
The teking in of foreigners or formor Germ-ns who had acquired citizenship 
in another state was strictly prohibited, 

"Point he. Showing a cortificnte of citizenship there was the b-sic 
grinciple of the attitude of the Party toward the orgenization; first of all, 
to follow the laws of the country to wich you belong. The internal policy 
should be carried through by the n«tives of that country. Do not interfere, 
do not mix in in my way even in conversations, This principle was of basic

importance far the work ond the attitude of the Ausland Organization, as far 


forcim countries were concerned, fromthe beginning of its establishment to 


the end, I personally pointed out i: many public speeches, md among other 
tuings used the following sentences: "National S cictLism will honor foreign 
folkdom bee:use it loves its ow," 

"Point 5. Iy speeches in Porchester H.11 in London on the 2nd 
October 1937 and -t Budapest toward the end of 1938 give a comprehensive 
picture of the attitude of the Ausland Organization of the NSDAP, so far : 
foreign countries are concarned, 

"Winston Chw iU. in Septai.er of 1937 repeatedly attacked the 
cf the Ausland Organizetion in newspaper articles, anc in his famous sreo 
"Fricndship with Germany," which appesred in the London "Byoning Standard" the 
Tth of September 1937, he called this organization inerimin-ting to the 
cormection between Germany ond Engl ni. In the same orticle he seid that he 
was ready to converse with me in the most cordinl mamner about this questin. 


The German Embassy at London told the Foreign Office at that time thet a motion 


by Caurchill in Commons regarding the activity of the Auslond Organization was 
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not desirable, but it was desirsble to have a conversation between Churchill 
sma mysclf, This took place on the day of my speech to the Reich Germans in 
Fi london, in the flat of Winston Churchill, and lasted more #han an hour, I md 
anple opportugity in this conversation, which was entirely cordial, to inform 
Churchill of the activity of the Auslaml Organization and to dissipate his 
fears and qualms, Toward the ond he a¢companicd me to my cor, and had his 
picture teken with me, in orda, as he said, to show the world that we were 
porting as friends, Thero was no investigatiin or inquiry in Cortions, 
Since that time in no manne did Churchill object to the activity of the Ausland 
Organization, ly spcech of the same date, which was published by an English 
concern in English, in the form of a brochure, was very favorably received, 
There were excerpts from this speech, Mre Bohlets Plea For A Fragm 
Understanding! was the titles Churchill wote me a letter after this 
conversation in which he voiced his satisfaction with the result of our 
conver sationy 
"Point 6, In the procecding concerning the murder of the lender of 
the Ausland Organization in Switzcrlend, Wilhelm Gustlov, the procecding which 
took place in Switzerland in 1936 at Koor, the legality of the Ausland 
Organization was the mtter at issuc of this legal procedure, The defendant, 
David Frenkfurter, was sentenced to cighteen years imprisonment, And as far as 
I can tell from mamory, the Swiss authorities, who wero not friondly to Nazis, 
had to affirm and confirm thot Gustlov and the Lmdesgruppe of the Ausland 
Organization had given no reason for concern in any way. And Bundesrat 
Baumann gave the decisive testimony who, arcording to my knowledge, was Police 


Minister and Minister of the Exterior of Switzerland at that time, 
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"Point 7, I should further ike to point out that after the outbreak 


of the war the Lendesgruppen of the Ausland Organization continued to function 


until the ond of the war, md that is especially true of Switzerlend, Sweden, and 


Portugal, At the latest, begnning with 1943, there could have been no 
action; the Reich could not have taken any action if the Auslma Organization 
had come into conflict with the interr-l laws of the countries involved anc if 
the jrohibition of this organization w.uld hve bem the result, 

"Point 8, Aside from the incisputable legality of tne Ausland 
Orgmization, as its leader I affirmed and reaffirmed repeatedly that the 
Auslandsdeutschen (Germans abroad) wild certainly be the last people who wuld 
be war mongers or wh. would be conspirators against peace, From bitter 
experience they knew that with the cutbreak of a war there would be 
internment for than, persecution, confiscation of money, ard destruction of 
their economic cxistence would be their lot, 

"Point 9. Knowing the situciion abroad no one knew better than the 
Gemens abroad, the Auslondsdeutschen, that any activity of any sor t with 
regard to a fifth column wuld be sensdcss and damaging to the interests of the 
Reich. The expression "fifth colum" is to be tracenble hack to the Civil 
War to my knowledge. It is in ony case a foreign innovation, When Franco 
attacked Madrid with four divisions it was asserted that a fifth column 
consisting of nationalist clanents was within the bela@mgercd city underground 
ond was ready to go to wrk, 

"Point 10. The usage of the term "fifth colum" with reference to 
the usled Organization of the NSD/P is cntirely without basis, If this 
assertion were true, it would mean th:t menbers of the Auslond Organization in 
connection with local oppositional -lements had been charged in one or more 
foreign countries or hed tried of themselves to undermine this state from 
within, Any such assertion would be tzkon out of thin air, would be cntirely 
with outbasis, 

"Point 11, Neither from the former deputy of the Fuchrer, Rudolf 
Hess, nor from me, as the leader of the Ausland Organization, did members of 
this organization in my wey reccive missions or were chorged to reke the 
activity in the sense of a fifth colum. Even Hitler himself never gave me any 


directives in tht respect, nd in cunclusion and as a summary I might sey that 


OR Ni 
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the Ausland Organization at no time as long as I was its leader participated 
in my activity of a fifth column or developed any such action, Never did 
the deputy of the Fuchrer give directives to the Ausland Organization whi ch 
would hive activated it toward such activity. Rudolf Hess, on the contrary, 
desired most urgently that members of the Ausland Organization would under no 
circumstances interfere with the internal affoirs of that country in which 
they were living, 

"Point 12, Of curse, it is knew that as well as the members of 
the then hostile countries, Germens were used in the espionzge cnd intelligence 
wrk, This octivity had nothing whatever to do with the mmbership in the 
Ausland Org2nizativn anc these groups which were public and legal., And in 
order not to haran them in ony way I clways repeatedly dancnded that members 
of the Ausland Organization were not to be used for activities of thot sort 
vithout provicusly having the opportunity to relieve them of their member ship 
in the dusiend Organization," 

And that is the end of the affidavit of the witness Bohle, I have no

Did the Hitler Youth (H.J.) exist in foreign c-untrics or did it exist 
only in Germany?

Q Please tell me whether the Hitler Youth (H.J.) wes the subordinate 
to the political directives of the competent euthorities of the Ausland 
Organization or is thet not richt? 

The Hitler Youth abroad politcally was under the direction of the 
Hoheitstraezer (bearers of sovereignty) of the party. 


Q Here in presenting this lovcl proceeding the assertion was made that 
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members of the Hitler Youth had bem used for ascut services and espionage 

service; that thoy were being trained in forciign countries, not only trained 
but also used for these purposes, Certain Pacts are noted here, It is only 
on assertion, In connection with this it was asserted that the Hitler Youth 

d were being used as paratroopers » had been trained internally onc used 
as paratroopers abroad, and that is the assertion which I am submitted to you P 
cnd I ask to have your opinion on this, Whether on the basis of your knowledge 
as the competent leader of the Ausland Organization such happenings cid take 
place ur whether anything like that would be possible at all, 

A I would like to say the follwing in r ply: 

I c.nsiccred it entirely impossible that members of the Hitler Youth 
abroad could have been active, culd have been misused in this way, I con 
assert that 20 the mere since I know from the leaders of the Party in the 
verious foreign countries I would have heard everything to the contrary, 

I know nothing at 211 about the training of the Hitler Youth as paratroopers 
oe anything similar, I have no knowledje of anything like thet. I consider 
that assertions of that kind have no basis whateo ever, 

Q Then I may assune as the result of your testimony here that things of 
thet sort on the basis of the entire organization would certainly have cone 
to your knowledge if things like that hed taken place a if they had just 
been planned; is that correct? 

A Yes, of course, 

Q Then, witness, I have a lest question., In the Tribunal in the 
course of the jroceedings a further assertion wns mde ebout the H.J., that 
is about the Hitler Youth, It was asserted that at Leonberg the following 
took place: 

That the Hitler Youth or members of this organization hd used 
little children as targets, Particulars evon in this report are not siveon, 
just the assertions stated, I an interested tc know——you know, of course, 
thet the Hitler Youth had a membership toward the end of bout seven to 


eight million people. 
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THE i RESIDENT: With the Auskand organization? 

DRe SAUTER: With the Ausland organization, only since in connection 
with my client the Defendant von Schirach it is charged that the Hitler 
Youth abroad committed such cruclties and atrocities. 

THE TRESIDENT: It wasn't suggested that they did this abroad; it 
was that they used children as targets abroad. 

SAUTER: Yes, it was said at Lemberg, not in Germany. In Lemberg. 
is, of course, for abroade 

FRESIDENT: You mean after the war began? 

SAUTER: Yese 

THE TRESINENT: I thought this witness was speaking bout the Ausland 
organization before the war. 

Re SAUTER: I don't know but the Ausland organization during the war 
is concerned here. But lire Fresident, the witness knows conditions, for 
he was the head of the Ausland organization and therefore this witness 
seems to be especially qualified to give us informatin on these matters. 

THE RESIDENT: It seems to me that we are very far from the point,

Qe Very well. "S. Be (the military intellirence arent) my have hac as 
mony as a Cozen subordinates workine in Hollan, all sub-a7ents of the Canaris 
bureau. These were professional spies who knew their trade. But thev coula 

ot nossibly know Holland as intimatcly as was required by the stratery of the 
German High Command, as it was revoaled following the invasion of May 1940. 
For this, not a dozen but perhaps several hundred sources of information were 
necesserye , And it is at this point that Buttine anc the military intellirence 


come together. Throurh his German Citizens! Association, Buttine had a pair of 


Nazi eyes, a pair of Nozi ears, in every town and hamlet of the Netherlands. 


They were tlə eyes and ears of his monor party officials. .thenever the

military intelli-ense arent needed information concernine a corner of Holland 
which his necple ha? not yet explored, or was anxi^us to check information

Do you know whether Butting assisted the military intelligence agent in 
Holland in any way like that?

By 'stone’ he meant 
canal, lock, brire viaduct, culvert, highway, by-road, airport, emerrency 
lending field, and the name ane location of Dutch Nazi sympathizers who would 
help the invadine army when the time camee Had Dr. Buttine's Party orraniza- 
tion not existed under the innocent cover of his Citizens' Association, S. B.'s 
knowledge of Holland would have been as nothine compared with what it was. 

Thus the Citizens! Associntio erved : purnose; it was invaluable for 
espionare at the same time as it fulfi dA i primary function as a fifth 
eolumn aronecy." 

Do you know whether the members of your orranization in Holland were riven 
instructions to learn about every canal, lock,,britre, viacuct, railway, and so 
on?

I want you to be quite clear, I om puttine to you that 
your orvaniz tion, in the first place, was an espionare system of reporting 
information of impvortance back to the Reich, and, in the second place, it was 
an organization aimee to help and which did help your invading German armies 
when they overran the frontiers of thei neichhorinr states.

Why, in September 1939, was it necessary for the Party to increase its 
orranization in Norway with people having thorourh knowledge of the country 
and the language? Answer me that before you read on, You need not worry about 
the rest; we are going to deal with ib . Why was it necessary in 1939 to enlare 
your orsanization? 

A In Norway, as far as I recall, there were only 80 members of the Part: 
in all, and it was definitely known that after the outbreak of the war, the 
authoritics, not only of Germany but those of other states, had expanded and 
had the names of local assistants, and that did not hold true for Gernany 
alone but for all other nations participating in the war, 

Q Yes. I still do not understand why you perfectly harmless orvaniza- 


tion should have found it necessary to increase its membership with people

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who had a throrough knowledge of the language and the country. why should 
the Ausland organization have found it neccessary? 

A If on the demand of the German people those people were needed to

DR. SEIDL; Ihave no further questions, 

THE PRESIDENT: The witness can retire, 

DR. SEIDL: My Lord Justices, before I .o on to my next witness, the 
witness Stroelin, I shculd like to make the follwing application to the 
Tribunal : 

Regarding the swm statement of the witness Gauss, is it to be handled 


in the same way as it was vith the witness Bohle? Gauss was allowed as witness 


for another cefendant, The defense counsel for this other defendant renounced 


calling this witness, Tc mtter is the same as in the question of Bohle s that 
it w.uld be better, in my opinion, to hear the witness Gauss now, and curing his 
interrogation to present him with his swrn stotement as was cone here before.

It is very difficult when these afficsvits are sought to be put in ct the 
last minute without having tivon us a chance of secing then, 

THE RESIDENT: Perhaps Colonel, Pokrovsky could tell me whether he has 
seen this affidavit or hoc it trensisted yet, 

COLONEL POKOVSKY:;  WMorbers of the Tribunal, I fully share the viewpoint 
of *Sir David Moxwell-F)fc. It seems to me absolutely wmacceptable to nave 
this cocument presented to the Tribunal now, 

If I uncerst€ed Sir David Maxwell-Fyfe correctly, he cid not reccive 
this affidavit. The Sovict delegati.n is in the same position. Besides, I 
would like to remind you thet the question cf this witress has already bem 
discussed anc it was Sully decided, enc it seams to me there is no foundation 
for further discussion of this question, 

THE SRESIDENT: Dr, Seidl, the Tribunal considers thnt the course which 
must be token is that thet affidavit must be transleted and submitted to the 
Tribunal for their consideraticn, for this witness was allowed to the 
defendant Ribbentrop, I think, anc then he vithdrew his application for the 
witness. You haven't applied for the witness Gavss, and I waid point -ut to 
you and to the other ccunscl for the defendants that it is very inconvenicnt 
that cocuments of this sirt, after «11 the cuestion of witnesses and Cocuments 


has been thoroughly gone into by the Tribunel, should be presented at the Inst

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DR, SEIDL: Perhaps I could make one short remark to the last point 
you mace.

THE FRESIDENT: Whon we have seen this document, we will determine the

DR. SEIDL; The next witness vho was approved by the Court for the 
defendant Hess is the witness Karl Stroclin, In order to save time I have 
preparec on affidavit fa this witness, and I ask the Tribunal te toll me 
whether I co treat this witness in the sam way as we hendled Bohle, or 
whether the Prosecution is agreeable to having only the affidevit presented, 

THE PRESIDENT: Have they scen the affidavit? 

DR. SEIDL: I gave the affidavit to the Prosecution this morning. 

SIR DAVID MLXWELL-FYFE: I have an English translation of the affidavit. 
There are one or two EET A the Prosecution wents to put to the witness, 
so I suggest that the most convenicnt course would be if Dr, Scidl did as he 
did with the last witness, to read the affidavit, and then after the affidavit 
is read, the few questions that the Prosecution desires to be put ean be put to 
hin.

"(c) The education of the home country about Germanism abroad and about

For this reason nearly all newspapers in the German language 
published abroac and a large nurber of newspapers in foreign languages were 
kept and utilized, In one filing room an extensive collection of pictures 
was organized. 

"As the interest of Germans abroad in the homeland increased, family 
research took on even greater proportions, 

"Apart from its collecting and registering activities, the German 
Auslandsinstitut carried out no advisory or representative activities, For 
a long time the main subject for advice was the question of emigration, This 
hac, as a pre-condition that the German Aus landsinstitut was informed 
regarding the possibility of employment and the conditions of life in the 
individual areas for emigratione 

"The material of the German Auslandsinstitut was pleced at the disposal 
of the various authorities and organizations on demand. The Geman 
Auslandsinstitut work of presentation consisted eventually in organizing 
expositions, The central point of this activity was the Museum of Germanism 
abroad in Stuttgarte It was to be at the same time a monument to German 
achievements abroad, 

"The scientific work of the German Auslandsinstitut found its expression 
particularly in the books, magazines, and calendars of a native character 
published by ite Relations with the Gepmans abroad were kept up by the 
dispatch of such printed material, The guiding thought of the German

Q Did von Neurath inform you of his resimation from the position 
as forcipn Minister? 

à I ws, accicently, in the year 1938 with von Nowath in the 
forcim ministry at the moment of his resignetion, He cescribed to me how 
this resignation came boute Until the end of the year 1937 von Neurath 
was convinced that Hitler was altogether in sympathy with the forcign 
policies that he was pursuing, Hitler as well as himself had not wanted to 
let mstters come to the point of war. Now altogether unexpectedly Hitler at 
the end of 1937 chsnged his attitude. Hitler suddenly struck 2 different 
note, onc it was impossible to know from this note whether it was meant 
seriously or not. Von Newrath then had a personel conversation with Hitler 
and attempted to dissuade him of this different attituce, but he hac the 
impression that he had list his influence over Hitler, anc thet incuced 
hin to submit his resignation, 

Q Simultencous with his occupancy of the foreign ministry he was 
appointed the President of the Scerot Cabinet, Do you know what his 
activity was in this capacity? 

å His appointment as presicent of the Reich Crbinct he maintained 


after his resignation, but this Secret Cabinet cid not nect nor did the 


Reich Cabinet mect. The Sceret Cabinet was to be called by Hitler 


personally, and Hitler never callec it. Von Neurath believed Inter that he 
had been appointed presicent in order to concesl from foreign countries

were bac, The Party realised the attituce that von Neuwreth was no National 
Socialist, 

Q Did you officially discuss the policy of the Nazis toward the 
Christian churches, nanely, the Evangelical anc the Catholic? 

A Von Newath was a believer ond disapproved of the policy of the Party 
towarc the church, He particularly supported efforts to maintain religious 
frecdome He oxorcised his influence to see tiit that seminaries that were 
closed were cpened agin, Here too I was with von Nourath cond church 
minister Kerrl, and spoko with him about the policy toward the church, Church 
minister Kerrl was moking offorts to represent positive Christianity, but he 
did not succeed in this because in his activity he ws sebotaged, 
particularly by Himmler ond Bormam, 

Q Did you then Inter, when von Neurath retired to his cstate, speak 
to him about his activities as Reich Protector? 

à Von Nourath said that he took the post as Reich Protector in 
Bohemia anc Moravia very unwillingly. He had refused it twice, but he 
finally came to belicve that he must make this sacrifice, He belicved 
precisely thet there he could bring about some reconciliation, He had 
considerable difficultios with Himmlcr and Frank , who objected to his efforts 
to have a better treatmmt of the Czechs, and made objections to Hitler 
on this subject. When I visited wn Neurath there I :ms asked to visit 
President Hacha, an’ he anphasizec to m how happy he was that von Neurath 
had been sent to Bohemia and Moravia, since he had high confidence in him and 


hoped for good things of him, The reason for his being called back —- von 
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Nourath told me--was that he was too mild for the Fuchrer in his treatment 
of the Czechs, and thet the Fuehrer subsequ ently preferred to have a 
trusted SS man in that position, 
Who was then to be appointed? 
Heydrich e 
Was that vn Neurath's ronson for resigning? 
à Apcrently, 


Q Now, von Neurath was also an Ehrengruppenfuehrer of the SS 


(honorary Gruppenfuehrer of the SS), How dic he achieve this position? 


A He told me that he ws an honorary leader of the SS without his 
having been askec whether he wanted to be or not, Hitler told him the 
reason for this was that Mussolini wa 2 pay a visit and he wanted von 
Neurath in his entourage with a uniform on, onc since von Neurath had no 
uniform he naed him an honorary member of the SS. Von Neurath saic he 
cid not ha the intention cf f.llowing out Himmler's policy, Hitler told 
him that that was not neccessary, it was only important that he 
should wear a uniform. 

Q Wht was von Newath's attitude toward war? 

During the first days of the war I accompanied von Neurath to the 
railroad station, He was very depressed. He celled the war a terrible 
misfortune, a gambling with the whole existence of the people, He said

thet oll his wrk from 1923 
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to 1938 had thereby been destroyede During the war von Neurath saw the 
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Fuehrer occasionally. On each such occasion he had an opportunity to 
represent to the Fuchrer the thought of peace,

these meetings? How can the witness tell us what the defendant von Neurath 
said to the Fuehrer?
